groans and supplications to God. 


A low seconds later a number of tkiftmon 


forced their frail craft right into tho midst of 
tho people in their eagerness to rescue soino of 
tho drowning. These bouts were seized by 
halt a dozen people at a timo and wero 
quicklv capsized. 
.Cooler-headed ones re- 


mained out at tho edgo of tho struggling 
massu-s and draw ntteen or twenty pe«ons 
from tho watur. Others wero rescued by 
those on tho wharves, who hold out broken 
pieces of timber, and still others made their 
\\-uv to tho shallow water betweeu the two 
wharves, 
Several, however, were can-led 


out into tho stream, and sank. 


Klov»n people aro known to have been 


drowned, and tho police placo the total number 
of lives lost as high as fifteen. Those known to 
have perished are: Harriet Cook, white,iigedT; 
Amelia Williams, colored, ogedS; Roso Ed- 
wards, colored, ag«l S; unknown white 
woman, who sank with a child in her arms— 
the child rose to the surface and was rescued, 
but the woman was lost; Rosalie Williams, 
colored, ngcd 1'J, also sank with an infant in 
her arms—this child was also saved and the 
woman drowned. An unknown white and 
unknown colored woman woro drawn under 
(i flat-boat just below tho wharf, and are 
known to have been lost; Rosa Lawrence, col- 
ored, ngedT; Chihlof Eme'.ino Cornelius, aged 
7; infant child ol" Felice Richards, colored; 5 
year-old child of ilene Royal, colored. 


Eveline Dephino and Eddie Cook, aged re- 


spectively 14 and 7, -wore under the wharf iu 
a skiir, and woro seriously injured by a fall- 
ing beam. Amos Ryder was also severely 
hurt 


Tbo iK'Ople present at tho baptizing came 


from all parts of the city and suburbs, and it 
is Iwlioved that several others woro lost who 
will not be missed for several days, and the 
river is usually reluctant in giving up it* 
dead.

MILWAUKEE, May [7.—Keadrrs will 


very readily cull to mind tlio murder of 
Henry Search and wife, near Jaueavillc, 
last July, a crime so startling in its na- 
ture thac it aroused tho country. As will 
be remembered, Mr. Search was found 
by tbe boy employed on J.tho place when 
returning to work Monday morning, J uly 
IS, lying in tbo stable, dead, with a bullet 
in the base of hie brain, and Mrs. Search 
in tha dining room ot the farm hoiiee 
with a bullet in her brain. It will 'alsu 
be remembered that tbo murderers left 
no trace behind thorn uhich would lead 
to their identification. This led to tbe 
belief in time that tbo crime was the 
work of parties unknown in the vicinity, 
who bad heard of the money Mr. Search 
kept hidden about tho house. But tins 
was only a theory. 


It is found now to be supported in a 


most unexpected way by information 
furnished by a prisoner confined in the 
house of correction near hero. The pris- 
oner is Louis Ardell, who is serving a 
two years' sentence for a potty burglary. 
He was sent out a year ago last March. 
In an old copy cf the Times Ardell, it 
seorns, runs across an account oE tho 
rioarch murder. 
Soon after he sent for 


Inspector MoLaughlin, to whom be said 
he could give information which he 
'bought would laad to the apprehension 


! Timoa, which had an account of tho mur- 
' der. The story told there was so lite, 


tha one Bines gave me, in details and

Ardell did not know of Hinee having a 


pistol, but the fellow they met at White- 
water tank might have had one, or tnoy 
could havo obtained one in the time in- 
tervening between the separation from 
Ardell and tbo time the murder was 
committed, as it was learned afterwards 
by the police that Sines waa an expert 
Btieak tbinf, who had boon confined in 
different jails throughout the state. He 
never approached large cities but con- 
fined bis operations to small places. Alter 
the date of the murder no truce ot him is 
to be found, neither of tho one-eyed 
miner, Hiues is described as about 48 
years of ago, a httje over medium height, 
blnoeyen, muccularly, but not stoutly 
built. He is believed to haveoomofrom 
the east, although ho claimed to be from 
Menomineo, Of his companion only ths 
raea?er description furnished by Ardoll 
is obtainable.
